Canada Among the Nations 


Canadians of all classes can hardly fail to feel a thrilling pride in the 
rapid strides forward made by their Dominion in the realm of international 
affairs. Since that fateful day in 1914, when the world was plunged into 
war, and Canada at once, and without the slightest hesitation, took its place 
in the front rank of the Allied hosts, the growth of this country in world 
estimation and influence, has been one of the remarkable features of the 
international situation. 

Hardly a year has passed without witnessing some new advance step 
taken, or some noteworthy achievement added to the record, revealing 
Canada's new and higher status in the councils of the nations. 

Concisely, but eloquently, Sir Robert Borden outlined the Dominion's 
growth in international stature within the short space of the last two years 
in & memorandum prepared submitted by him to the Institute of 
Pacific Relations now in session at Kyoto, Japan. Since 1927, when the 
Institute last assembled, Canada had adhered to the multilateral pact for the 
renunciation of war, has given adherence to the optional clause in the 
statutes of the Permanent Court of International has exchanged 
ministers with France and Japan.

The locks hdve been under construc- 
tion for a number of years and are 
expected to be ready early in Sep- 
tember. 

They will be the largest locks in 
the world; in length they exceed the 
locks of the Panama Canal by one- 
third, in width by one half.
